"The presidents voted their unani- 


mous desire to make the fullest con- 
tributions possible to restore and 
maintain prosperity," according to a 
statement Issued at the White House 
•when the conference ended early to- 
day. 


The executives voted to name a 


committee to recommend "what ac- 
tion could be taken" in line with Mr. 
H-irding's suggestion.

1 war altitudes by climbing In percent- 
age stages, flat increases all down the 
line being the rule, but Mr. Hoover 
argued—and his appearance was made 
for the Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States, as well as for the gov- 
ernment-—that rates should be reduc- 
ed in a different fashfcn. Industrial 
betterment, h» declared, could be best 
attained by cutting those rates which 
constituted a large fraction of the 
price of articles moved to consuming 
parts, while leaving stationary such 
rates aa do not constitute a great pro- 
portion of the cost price to consumers.

Previously it had many advocates in 
railroad circles, tho. gh it would de- 
mand a complete alteration of rate 
policies as built up bv the roads In 
the past, and sustained by the com- 
merce commission.

*-piead public demand for reductions, 
and at the same time to piotect the

Barros.

culties arise the problem will be sub- 
mitted for arbitration to the president 
of Switzerland. 
The agreement con- 


firms the treaty of Rapallo and facili- 
tates its execution. 


Zara, assigned to Italy, will be a 


free harbor with sufficient hinterland 
for the support of its inhabitants. Full 
protection is guaianteed to the Italian 
minorities In Dalrnatia, and the free 
use of the Italian language is granted1 
the Italian schools.

age between 18 and 35. 


The school will be in session from 


June 15 to August 10. The courses 
offered cover labor econlmics, hygiene, 
composition, public speaking, English 
literature, psychology, general science 
and music appreciation. 


This summer school for women In 


Industry was begun last summer as an 
experiment and proved BO successful 
that it Is to be repeated. It gives an 
opportunity to girls to further the edu- 
cation which had to ba cut off prema- 
turely because of the necessity of 
earning a living. More vital even than 
Shakespeare and hygiene, to th« girl 
who longs to Improve herself and has 
never had the chance, is the oppor- 
tunity; to absorb tho beauty and joy 
o£ the college atmosphere.- It was 
because the girls who went last year 
were so eager and happy in the ex- 
perience that the summer course is to 
be given again. 


One hundred, for the whole country,

Ford Retail Sales Hit New High Mark

According to a report Just received 


from the Ford Motor company, De- 
troit, a daily average of 5.J10 retail]
